The rigors of the lake climate had 
proved too great for man who, until 
a ’few months ago, bad lived In a land 
that scarcely knew the necessity tor 
fuel for heating. Each of these men 
leaves a widow and five children, fam­ 
ines that are now without a bread­ 
winner, and must have assistance If 
the wolf Is to be kept from the door. 
The story of one family illustrates 
the situation. The husband, and fath­ 
er had owned the little home In South 
Carolina, where property 
is cheap. 
He was Able to keep a cow and chick­ 
ens. 
Expenses for food were very 
wnall, ss they were for clothing, and 
no fuel was necessary. Wages, how­ 
ever* were extremely low, and when 
an employment agent came along and 
told of the “fortunes** to he made in 
the North, where a colored laborer 
could earn t2M a day. the temptation 
could not be resisted.
